Railroad directors hope that the 
. train will at feast be able to continue

special charters. If that is the most 
efficient way to run the railroad, we 
won't quibble. It would still be serving 
its basic purpose. 
. But we cannot, however, swallow 
the idea of having the BVRR operate 
only as a freight or charter railroad. 
That—or the possibility that it won’t 
‘fun at all this summer—is appar- 
ently an option now being considered 
by the board of directors. 

It is infuriating that the board would 
allow the railroad to reach this state of 
affairs without even notifying its 
stockholders of problems. The railroad 
did not even hold its legally required 
stockholders’ annual meeting in 1979. 
It has done a poor job of com- 
municating the problems which be- 
came apparent after the 1979 season 
ended. 

And now—perhaps—there may be 
an annual meeting at the end of May.

The community will apparently be 
kept in the dark about its railroad until 
then. It is ridiculous to decide at the 
end of May whether such an impor- 
tant tourist attraction will run in June. 
Decisions like that should be made 
during the winter. 
Does the board expect the com- 
munity to come up with some sort of 
‘‘miracle’’ to keep the railroad alive 
for the summer at such short notice? 
Board members complain the com-

munity is not involved enough with the 
railroad—but that’s the board's own 
fault! What has the board done to 
educate the public of the railroad’s 
financial status? 


Perhaps if the board had held a 
stockholders’ meeting last fall or 
winter and asked for suggestions to 
help ease some of the problems the 
railroad company is now faced with, 
the stockholders could have con- 
tributed suggestions. 


We're not suggesting that local 
businesses be run by democracy, but 
the railroad is unique. More than 300 
local residents and visitors invested 
more than $200,000 to save the rail- 
road from being split up in an auction 
in 1976—and then to give it adequate

working capital in its first year. 

Therefore, whether the railroad 
runs this summer or not should be a 
decision shared by the public because 
it is their money that has been keeping 
the railroad going year by year, 

One board member suggested that 
even if the railroad-were to fold, the 
people who own stock shouldn’t. be 
worried about losing money. Inflation 
has increased the value of the rail- 
road and the equipment associated 
with it. 

But most of the people who bought 
stock if the railroad didn’t do it as a 
financial investment, hoping to reap 
big profits in a few years. They did it 
to support an important community 
asset, one that makes the Boyne City 
area totally unique in Northern Mich- 
igan. It is a living, breathing, moving 
symbol of the city. 

And it is undoubtedly an economic 
benefit to the Boyne City area. Even in 
an off year, it hauled 16,000 passen- 
gers last summer and fall. 

The community rallied behind the 
railroad when support was needed in 
its first year. Now they deserve the 
night to some respect for doing that. 

They deserve a candid report on the 
financial condition of ‘‘their’’ railroad. 
and if it is truly in jeopardy, they 
deserve the chance to save it again, 
whether it be with ideas, dollars or 
volunteer help,

It isn’t comforting to us second home 
owners to know we are ‘“‘helping to carry 
the burden. . ."’ as you say, when all 
we've done in most cases is watch what 
we bought years ago go up, up, and up in 
a steep spiral of higher assessments and 
higher taxes. 


Sure, I know it’s partly our fault 
because of the outlandish prices we have 
been willing to pay for good lake 
property. but again, why can't the 
millage go down to compensate for the 
higher assessments? 


Then second, in addition to the fine list 
of niceties you mention, and which we 
enjoy, we can add good schools and 
roads, but the other more intrinsic 
niceties such as water, gas, sewers, 
garbage and trash removal, and fully 
adequate fire and police protection are 
just not available. At least we don’t get 
them in Eveline Township, where we live 
on Lake Charlevoix. 

As I see it, we have two options: (1) We 
can continue to own our property and pay 
the taxes. We do enjoy the beautiful 
country and enjoy knowing and living 
with the many fine permanent citizens. 

Or (2) we can sell our property. If we 
choose to sell, it may become increas- 
ingly difficult to find a buyer who will 
assume the burden of annually increased 
taxes! In this case we are all losers.

When the boss is away, many times

The secretary is the public relations 
person for an office, She (The Press found 
no male secretaries in the area) is the first 

~ person people deal with when they walk 
in the office or call on the phone. 

So aside from clerical skills, a secretary 
has to be personable.

Over the years I've 
learned hundreds of techniques to teach 
people to sing the ‘perfect’ chord. My

right, you can see the beam on each 
man's face from the back of the room. It's 
preat!"' 

Willson agreed that barbershop 
singing is difficult. yet rewarding. ‘'! 
wouldn't have stayed in it so long.’’ he 
said, ‘‘if it wasn't so fun."
